Th I a ta the way to make official 
bread, given out by the chief cook of 
the department of Agriculture; 
For three pound loaves—make fer­ 
ment of one ounce cake compressed 
yeast, one ounce granulated sugar, half 
ounce snit nnd twenty ounces water. 
Mace In even temperature for an hour. 
Weigh four and one-half pounds flour 
and let It wnrm. 
Mix flour and fer­ 
ment together. 
Cover mixture and 
warm for twenty minutes.

Is too stiff add lukewarm water.

twenty minute* more take up dough 
with baud* slightly greased and fold 
over and over fourteen times.
